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The Indianapolis Convention 


All Amendments Passed—Pres. Glover Re-elected—Freeman and Meyer 
New Directors— Transfer Fees to Increase Aug. 1 


Holstein-Friesian Association of America held its 51st 

Annual Convention in Indianapolis the first week in 
June with 120 delegates present representing 43 states and 
District of Columbia. In the Convention on Wednesday, all 
of the resolutions and amendments appearing in the Call 
were finally approved, in some cases after amendments or 
substitutes had been brought forward by the movers. 
Rather tense feeling developed on only one question, the 
matter of limiting service of directors to two consecutive 
terms, and the vote here was very close. All other mat- 
ters were disposed of with practical unanimity. 

The Board was in session most of Sunday and Monday, 
thoroughly discussing the various problems confronting the 
industry but deferring action on matters affecting the bud- 
get until the Convention had taken action on the increase 
in transfer fees, with its accompanying effect on income 
of the Association leaving to the new Board the job of 
making any new appropriations. Further report of the 
Board deliberations will appear elswehere. 

All day Tuesday was devoted to the usual Open Forum 
at which the various proposed amendments and resolutions 
were fully discussed in order to facilitate action on Wed: 
nesday, when the business session convened. 

President A. J. Glover called the business session to 
order promptly at 10 o’clock Wednesday morning with only 
brief remarks, the summary of his Presidential Address 
having been given on Open Forum Day. R. L. Pou, dele- 
gate from Texas, immediately asked for the floor and pre- 
sented Mr. Glover with a certificate commissioning him 
Ambassador of Good Will to the Texas Centennial, also 
presenting him with a Texas “ten-gallon hat’, which the 
President wore throughout the business session. 

Secretary George M. Clemons of the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of Canada was introduced and spoke briefly, 
bringing the respects and good wishes of his Association. 

Secretary Houghton Seaverns read the report of the 
Committee on Elections, consisting of Peter P. Van Nuys 
of New Jersey, John G. Ellis of Massachusetts and Fred A. 
Lovering of New Hampshire. President Glover announced 
the Credentials Committee consisting of Supt. Norton and 
Directors McLaury and Stewart and appointed as tellers 
Albert Wolf of Minois, Howard Barker of Maryland, Glenn 
G. Davis of Missouri, Dr. H. O. Frederick of Ohio and Wal- 

lace Kinyon of Wisconsin. The roll call showed 126 regu- 
larly elected delegates present from 43 states and Wash- 
ington, D. C. and this was accepted as the permanent mem- 
bership of the Convention. On motion, reading of the 
minutes of the 1935 meeting and the reports of officers 
Was waived. Details of these reports have been largely 
Elven in previous issues of the World, and so will not be 
repeated here. 

Just before getting down to the business of the day, the 
Convention was addressed by Frank N. Decker, of New 
York, who offered a telegram of congratulations and good 
Wishes to the oldest living members of the Association 
Hon. Gerrit Smith Miller of New York, which by unanimous 
Vote and amid great applause was ordered sent to Mr. 
Miller. The text of the message appears on another page. 


G oistein the second half century of its existence, the 





Director H. V. Noyes, as Chairman of the Resolution’s 
Committee, read the various resolutions and proposed 
amendments, making some comment on each before the 
vote. First came the Henry Schell resolution recommend- 
ing that the Board permit cows in the Herd Test to be 
milked four times a day when such cows are being tested 
in Class A of Advanced Registry. After some discussion, 
this was passed by a divided vote. The Board had already 
referred the matter to a special committee on revision of 
the Herd Test rules, after discussion largely favorable. 

The resolution of Frank L. Pellissier of California, S. B. 
Hall of Oregon and H. R. Shoultes of Washington, was 
amended by the sponsors, after conference with the As- 
sociation’s counsel, C. M. Horn, to read as follows: 


Ge it resolved that the Board of Directors is hereby 
directed: 

1) to make a study of the advisibility of coordin- 
ting the activities of the Association: 

2) to recommend such changes in the management 
and operation of the Association as will be to 
the best interests of the Association and the 
marketing of its products and; 

3) to report its findings at the next Annual Con- 
vention, together with any proposals for the 
imendment of the Constitution and By-Laws 
that may be necessary to carry the same into 
effect.

it further resolved that a progress report be made 


to the membership of the Association through the press 
at the time of the midwinter meeting of the Board 
“And be it further resolved that the present Public 


Relations be 
After comment by Mr. Noyes and some explanation by 
Pellissier, the resolution was unanimously passed. 
The amendment proposed by O. F. Foster of Michigan 
to reduce the renewal fee for partnerships and corporations 
from $25 to $10 was unanimously passed as was the Noyes 
amendment, which had been suggested by Attorney Horn, 
clarifying the rule in regard to the discipline of non-mem- 
bers of the Association on the same basis as for members, 
also passed unanimously. 

The Bell resolution, rescinding the amendment adopted 
last vear, which limited the Directors to two consecutive 
terms of four years each, was the first really controversial 
question to be brought before the Convention. The ques- 
tion having been thoroughly discussed the previous day in 
Open Forum, Mr. Bell spoke only briefly on the question 
and called for a ballot vote. V. S. Culver of New Hamp- 
shire spoke against the amendment and A. L. Jones of 
Michigan and M. H. Keeney of New Jersey both spoke in 
favor, before the ballots were distributed. The tellers re- 
tired to count the ballots and on their return announced 
that 120 ballots had been cast, of which 62 were favorable 
and 58 unfavorable. The amendment was accordingly de- 
clared carried, making action unnecessary in indentical 
amendments proposed by Iver W. Youngquist of Washing- 
ten, Paul Smith, of New York and S. B. Hall of Oregon. 

The Elder amendment which had been amended by its 


program continued.”

sponsor to provide simply that the Annual Convention 
shall be held each year in Chicago, unless otherwise de- 
cided by a majority vote of the Board of Directors, was 


passed by acclamation as was the McCardell amendment 
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making it just a little easier to nominate delegates, reduc- 
ing the required numbers of signatures from five to three 
for the large Holstein states and from three to four for 
the smaller states. The two Norton amendments, estab- 
lishing the status of the Red Book on the same basis as 
the Blue Book and the Herd Books, also passed. 

The identical amendments proposed by the Board of Di- 
rectors, and by the Minnesota Holstein Breeder’s Associa- 
tion, to increase the transfer fees by 50 cents was un- 
animously passed, after some discussion as to the date 
these changes are to become effective. The effective date 

vas finally set at August 1, 1936 by vote of the meeting. 

The fees after August 1 will be $1.50 for members and 
$2.00 for non-members if made within three months after 
date of sale. If not made within three months, fees will 
be $2.00 for members and $2.50 for non-members. 

As required by law, the Secretary reported on the real 
and personal property owned by the Association and the 
new members admitted during the year. Just before ad- 
jiourning for lunch, President Glover appointed a Nomi- 
nating Committe, consisting of S. B. Hall of Oregon. G. G. 
Meyer of Kansas, Ward W. Stevens of New York, Mark 
H. Keeney of New Jersey, S. H. Bird of Wisconsin, O. A. 
Thomas of Vermont and T. H. Blosser of Indiana. This 
committee spent the noon hour and the greater part of 
the afternoon considering candidates for officers and di- 
rectors and harmonizing the recommendations from the 
various states delegations. The following nominations 
were presented to the Convention by Mr. Hall on behalf 
ef the committee: President, A. J. Glover, Ft. Atkinson, 
Wis.; Vice President, Jos. H. Hill, Richmond, Ind.; Di- 
rectors. H. V. Noyes, Kenwood, N. Y., Grover G. Meyer, 
Basehor, Kansas, E. E. Freeman, Modesto, Calif., M. J. 
Sheridan, Jr., Lebanon, N. Y. 

Opportunity was offered by the Chairman for further 
nominations from the floor, but none appearing, a motion 
was made that the secretary cast the unanimous ballot of 
the Association for the list as read which was done and 
the officers and directors declared elected amid enthusiastic 
applause. Mr. Glover, in accepting the presidency for the 
fourth time, expressed his appreciation of the honor in a 
gracious speech which was warmly applauded. 

Immediately after lunch, while the Convention was 
waiting for the report of the Nominating Committee, Dr. 
Franklin N. Strickland took the floor for a short talk on 
marketing Holstein milk and asked if the Convention could 
not have a report of the work done during the past months 
by Chas H. Baldwin under the direction of Director H. V. 
Noyes. Mr. Noyes asked R. Austin Backus to read the report 
which Mr. Noyes had presented to the Board, after which 
Mr. Noyes made some further comments on the work and 
called on Mr. Baldwin for a further report. The discus- 
sion of this work which followed was one of the most 
valuable, interesting and constructive features of the 
entire Convention. V. S. Culver offered a resolution com- 
mending the milk marketing work and urging its continu- 
ance, which was passed with applause. The Noyes’ report 
appears in full elsewhere in this issue. 

T. S. Gold of Connecticut brought up the subject of 
registration of grade Holsteins in a supplemental registry, 
which had been discussed by Prof. Savage during the Open 
Forum and moved that the president appoint a committee 
to make a careful study of the question and to draw up a 
tentative set of rules under which a system of grade regis- 
tration might operate. In the discussion that followed, Axel 
Hansen raised objection to the spending of any money 
on such an investigation. Dr. Yapp of Illinois expressed 
the opinion that our efforts might better be expended on 
the improvement of our pure bred registry before going 
into grade registry. After discussion at some length H. F. 
Schroeder of Wisconsin moved to lay the whole matter on 
the table and this motion was passed by a divided but 
rather substantial vote. 


Prof. K. L. Hatch of Wisconsin offered a resolution 
thanking the Indiana Holstein-Friesian Association for 
their entertainment and hospitality, mentioning in par- 
ticular President Byron Legg and Secretary P. L. White. 
The resolution was passed with hearty applause and the 
Convention adjourned sine die. 


The Open Forum 
On Tuesday practically the entire day was devoted to 
an open forum discussion of the problems of the Conven- 
tion with a large number of delegates and guests taking 
part in the discussions. The address of welcome was given 
by Governor Paul V. McNutt of the State of Indiana, after 
which President Glover gave a summary of his printed ad- 
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dress, entitled, “Our Work. He spoke of the field work 
being done by the National Association, including Calf Clup 
work and milk marketing work and stated that in all our 
field work of all kinds, much of the actual work must be 
done by the local breeders in their own communities, de. 
pending on the Association field staff for advice, encourage. 
ment and inspiration but for not too much of the detaj] 
work. Our main job, as he puts it, is the breeding of 
better seed stock and he urged that we continue with our 
program of production testing of entire herds year after 
year, referring to the possibility of increased cooperation 
with Dairy Herd Improvement Association. He spoke of 
the bull index as valuable indication of breeding power 
rather than as a definite method of evaluating and compar- 
ing sires one with another. 

The various resolutions and proposed amendments were 
then taken up in order and discussed pro and con, with 
no action being taken except in two cases on which in. 
formal ballots were taken to show the sentiment of those 
present. No less than sixteen members spoke on the Bell 
amendment, including some rather personal comments, and 
a motion was finally made requesting favorable action by 
the Convention on the amendment, the motion, on a rising 
vote, being lost by the narrow margin of 61 to 57. An- 
cther vote was taken on the question of raising the trans- 
fer fees. After Director Noyes had explained the neces. 
sity for increased revenue to prevent serious cuts in the 
extension work, Mr. Pou of Texas moved favorable action 
of the question of raising fees and this was carried almost 
unanimously by a viva voce vote. 

After iunch, Prof. E. S. Savage of Cornell University, 
brought forward suggestions for a system of grade registra- 
tion in a supplemental registry and after three known 
crosses of breeding by registered sires, the offspring to be 
registered in the main registry. Prof. Savage believes that 
this would lead to an increased demand for registered sires 
for service in grade herds as the continued use of such 
sires would enable grade dairymen to work into pure breds 
without purchasing registered female stock. With only five 
per cent of our dairymen working with registered animals, 
Prof. Savage is interested in bringing some at least of the 
under priviliged 95 per cent into the pure bred fold through 
the supplemental registry. From the discussion that fol- 
lowed it was evident that the sentiment of the breeders 
was quite overwhelmingly against such a proposition al- 
though several recognized the possibility of good results 
in breed improvement from such a system, providing there 
is a production requirement for grade cows in supple- 
mental registry. 

Chief O. E. Reed of the Bureau of Dairying, spoke on 
the progress of work in the Bureau, especially in the mat- 
ter of D. H. I. A. work, which he stated is now being more 
carefully and accurately supervised, with more attention 
being paid to the identification of the animals and to the 
listing of daughters under their sires. He reported 400,900 
cows in this test on Jan. 1, 1936, with 70,000 of them re- 
ported in some breed, 50,000 of them registered Holsteins. 

Dr. E. E. Heizer spoke on the herd analysis work he 
has been doing for the National Association among herds 
that have had five consecutive years of the Herd Test, and 
he continued his talk during an evening session, at which 
he showed moving pictures and lantern slides of our breed 
in its native Holland. 

The Annual Banquet 

One of the finest and best attended banquets in the his- 
tory of the Ass’n was held in the Riley Room of the Clay- 
pool Hotel Wed. evening, featuring Hoosier Country Fried 
Chicken, with Holstein milk through the courtesy of Paul 
Farms, Cambridge City, Ind. and gardenias and roses 
presented to each guest by Jos. H. Hill, Richmond, Ind. 
Mildred Myers’ All-Girl Orchestra furnished delightful 
music and entertainment during the dinner and floor show 
that followed, with Singing Sam as star attraction, and 
pleasing numbers by “Mrs. Singing Sam”, by the Cord 
Swiss Singers and several tap dancing, musical and come®y 
acts. 

The only speaking program of the evening consisted of 
the presentation of a lifelike portrait of the late Jerry P. 
Riordan, the presentation being made on behalf of Jerry’ 
friends by Prof. K. L. Hatch and the acceptance for the 
Association by President Glover. Both speakers paid elo- 
quent tribute to one who was for many years a leader I 
the dairy industry and in the Holstein-Friesian Association 
and whose death last January brought sadness to his host 


of close friends. The portrait will be hung in the Ad-

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Report on Milk Marketing 


By H. V. NOYES, Chairman 


To the Board of Directors, The Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation of America: 

At the June meeting of the Board held after the Con- 
vention at Seattle in 1935, the matter of special milk mar- 
keting work was discussed by the Board and as a result it 
was decided that it should be tried for six months, and I 
was asked to undertake the direction of such work for the 
period beginning at that time until the midwinter meeting 
of the Board. I was authorized to employ a suitable man 
for the work. and after some looking around I employed 
Mr. Charles H. Baldwin, former Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture of the State of New York, for this six months’ period; 
and I immediately started out with him to get an idea of 
just what conditions were and to formulate the methods of 
procedure. 

We first visited the State of Massachusetts, which 
seemed to be a rather sore spot in the matter of milk mar- 
keting. We spent some little time in Boston and found 
conditions there somewhat difficult, partly because of a 
state standard for total solids which is too high and which 
the members of the Committee on Agriculture in the Legis- 
lature and the Commissioner of Agriculture all believed to 
be too high and, in fact, a bill had ben introduced chang- 
ing this law. However, the bill did not pass at that par- 
ticular session of the Legislature, although they still have 
hopes that it may pass at some later session. The trouble 
in the New England market was by no means all caused by 
this unfavorable state law. In fact it has been our expe- 
rience in all of this milk work that state or city standards 
are frequently superseded entirely by marketing standards 
that are the result of competition between dealers and not 
the result of any pressure from any public officials or con- 
sumer demand. In Boston the great bulk of the market 
milk tests in the neighborhood of 4%. Milk of this per- 
centage of fat cannot be provided by Holstein herds with- 
out either mixing milk or other breeds or standardizing 
Fortunately, in the State of Massachusetts and the City of 
Boston they not only permit standardization, but advocate 
it, and it is by this method that some of the Holstein peo- 
ple are now meeting the prevailing market standards. 

In New Jersey we found a quite different condition be- 
cause of the fact that the New Jersey officials are opposed 
to standardization. 

In New York State we found quite varying conditions in 
the New York City market and the up-state city markets. 
Some of the rules of the Control Law which set the retail 
prices for milk need to be changed and unless they are 
changed we shall have trouble sooner or later, although 
there is surprisingly little trouble in the New York City 
Market even though these defective Milk Control rules 
stand as a rather continual threat of trouble. 

In states where the Milk Control Board undertakes to 
set retail prices of the milk, the Holstein farmers are go- 
ing to be in trouble unless there are several different prices 
set to fit various different levels of fat content. It is quite 
evident that if the retail price of milk is set at a certain 
figure without any limitation upon the fat content of said 
milk, so that milk containing 3% fat must sell at the same 
Price as milk containing 6% fat, there is great danger of 
trouble. The retailer who wishes to cut in on the market 
will, quite naturally, go to his customer and say, ‘I cannot 
cut the price legally, but I can supply you with milk con- 
taining more fat at the same price. 


It has been our experience in this milk work, wherever 
we have gone, that it is very, very difficult to change any 
law or any rule made under a law. There seems to be a 
natural human instinct to let laws and rules alone unless 
there are very serious troubles resulting from them. 

; In the case of New York City, we feel that we have 
accomplished a good deal by establishing cordial and 
sympathetic relations with the large dealers. In fact, we 
have quite generally found the better class of dealers every- 
where sympathetic to our problems, providing they under- 
stand them. We have, therefore, devoted a good deal of 
time and attention to negotiations with these dealers in- 
ely and with the dealers’ associations. We believe 
1S work has been very well worth while. 

Recently, in the up-state markets of New York State— 
ny the City of Syracuse—there has been an adver- 
g campaign by the Golden Guernsey people which has 

fated serious trouble. We had a hearing before the Milk 





Control Board on the 5th of May at which the inequities 
of the present rules were thoroughly discussed, and we 
believe that we have made a satisfactory presentation of 
the case to the Board,—it still remains to be seen whether 
any change in the rules will be brought about. At this 
hearing we were aggressively opposed by representatives 
of the Guernsey and Jersey breeds, but we had the active 
cooperation of the dealers’ associations in these up-state 
markets. 

Mr. Baldwin made a trip to some midwestern points and 
found conditions varying in those markets very much as 
they do in the eastern markets, but a particularly difficult 
situation in certain Wisconsin cities, especially in the 
neighborhood of Milwaukee. In fact, Milwaukee has been 
a troublesome point for many years. 

At the meeeting of the Board in December a complete 
report of all these activities was made and we were author- 
ized to make another temporary arrangement with Mr. 
Baldwin for the six months lasting until the end of June 
this year. Soon thereafter I addressed a letter to each 
Director of the Board asking him to let me know of any 
points in his immediate territory which required attention. 
l received a good many replies, and as we already knew, 
conditions on the West Coast, particularly in the vicinity 
of Los Angeles, were very bad. Therefore, I decided that 
Mr. Baldwin should make a trip to the Coast, visiting at 
various points on the way out and back. Conditions were 
studied in these various localities and in some cases there 
has been relief from unsatisfactory conditions as result of 
Mr. Baldwins negotiations. Considerable time was spent 
in the neighborhood'‘of Los Angeles and reports from that 
territory indicate that Mr. Baldwin was able to accomplish 
a great deal. In fact, I have a letter from Mr. Mathiesen, 
dated March 21st, 1936, reporting to me upon Mr. Bald- 
wins work; I quote the following paragraph from this let- 
ter: 

“T have no idea what Mr. Baldwin’s trip will cost our 
national association. Whatever it amounts to, it is worth 
a hundred times that amount to our breeders and our as- 
sociation.”’ 

So that those people in the West did feel that consider- 
able was accomplished in their territory. 

In very many cases the nature of the work that has 
been necessary has been such that it would probably be 
unwise to make a complete written report on it. Never- 
theless, I should be glad to discuss these particular cases 
with the Board or with the Convention and try to make it 
clear just what we have been able to do. 

In January, Mr. Baldwin and Secretary Seaverns, as the 
result of some study of the statistics sent out by govern- 
ment agencies showing the number of dairy cattle on hand, 
the amount of dairy products in storage, etc., etc., sug- 
gested that it would be worth while to write a letter to ail 
of our members Calling attention to favorable conditions 
that exist. They, therefore, prepared a lot of materia) for 
me and I wrote such a letter as they suggested and it went 
out early in February to all members of the Association. 
According to all statistics, conditions are really very favor- 
able right now and we thought it worth while that the 
membership should be so informed. Of course we hoped 
that it would encourage many breeders to keep their cattle 
registered promptly and therefore assist the earnings at 
the Secretary’s Office. There is some evidence that this 
letter did accomplish some good, although the receipts at 
the Secretary’s Office are only slightly ahead of last year. 
It is my belief, however, that conditions are such that we 
may quite confidently expect a favorable situation for sev- 
eral years and I shall be surprised if the earnings of the 

Secretary’s Office do not increase as the year proceeds, in 
in comparison with 1935. 

As result of the work we have done on the milk busi- 
ness during the past year certain general conclusions can 
be stated, and while conditions vary in different parts of 
the country, nevertheless there is a surprising similarity 
in the general problem as it applies to various different 
localities. It may be stated that state and city legal 
standards are quite generally superseded by market stand- 
ards that have come about through dealer competition 
rather than any real consumer demand. These dealer com- 
petition standards are quite apt to run around the neigh-

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Secretary’s Report 


To the Board of Directors and Members of The Holstein- 

Friesian Association of America: 

Considering that the Secretary’s office in 1935 in- 
herited nothing from 1934 in the form of unfinished 
work accumulating after a moratorium. I am _ well 
pleased to report a satisfactory year. Receipts, earn- 
ings, applications filed, new memberships granted, all 
showed encouraging gains which indicate the upward 
trend of the Association’s business and should act as a 
stimulant. 

Indiana 

With our Fifty-first Annual Convention being held 
in Indiana this year, a bit of the Holstein history of the 
state will not be amiss. 

The first record of any Holsteins owned in the State 
of Indiana appears in Volume 2 of the Holstein Herd- 
Book, published in 1875. That vol- 
ume contains the pedigrees of four 
head transferred to J. H. Anderson, 
Rockville, Indiana, by John H. 
Comer, Goshen, New York, who in 
1874 and 1875 imported 62 head 
from North Holland and East Fries- 
land. Two of these were females 
which Mr. Comer imported in dam 
in 1874, Belia 2d 94 H. H. B., born 
January 2, 1875, and Beata 2d 90 
H. H. B., born February 8, 1875. 
The other two were female Fresia 
133. H. H. B., born January 2, 1875, 
and male Rolf 4th 148 H. H. B., 
born March 14, 1875. A little later 
Mr. Anderson increased his Holstein 
holdings by purchasing the male In- 
diana 953 H. H. B., born February 
22, 1878, from W. W. Bishop of 
Aurora, Illinois. 

The second pioneer breeder in the 
state was William O. Jackson of 
South Bend. The foundation of his 
herd consisted of two imported cows, 
Ida 145 H. H. B., born March 25, 1875, imported by 
William A. Russell of Lawrence, Massachusetts, and 
Effie 285 H. H. B., born February 19, 1877, imported 
by George E. Brown, Aurora, Illinois, and the bull Or- 
pheus 310 H. H. B., born February 3, 1877, and bred 
by Mr. Russell. Mr. Jackson registered 11 calves from 
Ida and 4 from Effie before he sold her in 1883. 

Probably the first Holsteins tested in Indiana were 
these foundation cows, and in Volume 6 of the Hol- 
stein Herd-Book (1883) Mr. Jackson made the follow- 
ing report of these records: 

“T have but two full grown cows, Ida 145 and Effie 
285. Ida has made a record of 64 lbs. of milk per day 
on grass, and Effie has made an average of 58 lbs. per 
day on grass, and the best part is, her milk is very rich. 
I had her tested at our Agricultural Fair and her milk 
proved to be as rich in butter as the average Jersey.”’ 

In September 1882, Mr. Jackson purchased 10 fe- 
males and 2 males from George C. Gallowhur, Girard, 
Pennsylvania, all having been imported by Powell Broth- 
ers, Springboro, Pennsylvania. In Volume 8 of the 
Holstein Herd-Book records are reported from these 
cows as high as 72% lbs. of milk a day. 


Others who began breeding Holsteins in Indiana 
in the early 80’s were: Leander Jones, Boone Grove; 
J. M. Coombs, Ft. Wayne; L. Scoles, Elkhart; W. S. 
Still, Wabash; A. B. Holdemann, Elkhart; Samuel P. 
Lewman, Utica; A. E. Hoffman, Ft. Wayne; Dr. Jas. & 
David Mathews, New Paris; M. E. Jordan, Remington; 
A. F. Bierce, Warsaw; E. P. Beauchamp, Terre Haute; 
Wm. L. Ewing, Vincennes. Due to the effort and zeal 
of these early breeders the breed had become firmly en- 
trenched in Indiana before the formation of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America in 1885. 

Leander Jones, Boone Grove, and William L. Ewing 
who moved to Vincennes from St. Louis, Missouri, were 
members of the Holstein Association and were charter 
members of this Association in 1885. William O. Jack- 
son was also a charter member and the other early 
members were A. E. Hoffmann, Ft. Wayne, 1886; E. P. 
Beauchamp, Terre Haute, 1887; M. B. Shallcross, Can- 
nelton, 1887; M. S. Campbell, Valparaiso, 1895; John 
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.V. Shugart, Marion; Otis A. Stubbs, Lewisville; Will A. 


Meeker, Muncie; W. H. LaGrange, Franklin, and J. W. 
LaGrange, Franklin in 1899. 

A number of Indiana breeders joined the Western 
Holstein-Friesian Association, which in 1898 was econ- 
solidated with our present Association. Ahong these 
were Messrs. LaGrange, S. W. Duncan, Franklin; C. F, 
Holsinger, Walcottville; William L. King, Rushville: 
C. M. Norris, New Salem; E. V. Ralston, Clarksburg; 
W. G. Schwegler, Montmorenci; John Shrum, Crawfords- 
ville. 

Indiana was the birthplace of the first breed paper, 
The Holstein-Friesian Register, established March 15, 
1886, by E. P. Beauchamp of Terre Haute. February 
15, 1888, less than two years afterward, it was taken 
over by the late Frederick L. Houghton, Brattleboro, 

é Vermont, who edited and published 
it until his death in 1927. For 18 
years it was the only Holstein breed 
paper. 

Prior to 1910 many other herds 
had been started in Indiana. C. M., 
Bottema of Indianapolis, a member 
since 1910, has recorded more than 
700 head and achieved outstanding 
success with the breed. Also the 
herds of Purdue University, La Fay- 
ette; Bert Stutsman, Goshen, and a 
score of others have made Holstein 
history in Indiana. 

On December 31, 1935, there 
were 610 members of the National 
Association in Indiana. 

Business in Secretary’s Office During 
1935 

For those whose interest in the 
work of the Secretary’s office is 
more than casual the following com- 
parative data has been prepared. At 
the outset I wish to state that it will 
be impossible to compare with any 
degree of fairness the operations of 1935 with those of 
the year before, as 1934 was an abnormal year due to 
the after-effects of the moratorium which, because of an 
accumulation of unfinished applications at the very be- 
ginning, gave it a false start which increased the 1934 
earnings. Therefore, in considering the following com- 
parative statements this fact should be borne in mind. 

Cash Receipts 

Since higher fees prevailed during 1935, the Secre- 
tary’s Cash Receipts for the year showed a substantial 
increase of $66,867.73 over the preceding year. This 
amounted to a gain of 67.84% since the figures were 
$165,429.52 in 1935 as against $98,561.79 in 1934. The 
excess of Cash Receipts over Cash Disbursements was 
$50,024.35. Disbursements 

During 1935, $115,405.17 was paid out. This figure 
is higher by $5,833.10 than that of the year before. 
Disbursements include items such as Fees Returned, 
Overpayments Returned, and Transfer Fee Apportion- 
ments turned over to the Extension Service, which are 
not chargeable to the expenses of operating the Secre- 
tary’s office. Such payments amount to $26,572.98. The 
pay roll for 1935 was $59,641.33 as against $59,876.00 
Table No. 2 shows details. 

The maximum number of clerks used in 1935 was 
68 in March; the minimum during the vacation season 
was 47 in July. The average number employed for the 
year was 60 with the average wage per clerk per week 
of $18.82. This average is based on the aggregate 
amount of all wages except the Secretary. 

Earnings 

On 120,079 certificates issued during the year the 
Earnings amounted to $156,857.75 as against $142,- 
888.75, a gain of $13,969.00, or 9.77%. 96.14% of the 
certificates issued during the year were at the new rate 
while 3.86% were at the moratorium and old rate. 

Expenses and Appropriations 

The appropriation for the year was $86,010.00. The 
amount spent was $89,850.68. Better business during 
the year made it necessary to overdraw some Of the 
Budget items. Details are Shown in Table No. 3.

tion Week at Indianapolis, came up to expectations, 

averaging a bit higher than many of the expert guess- 
ers had estimated, the 89 head bringing a total of $22,345 
or an average of just over $251. The 18 cows with A. R. 
records just nicely beat the average of the sale at $252.50 
and the 14 cows with D. H. I. A. records did even better, 
averaging $266.07. Heifers not yet in milk but from A. R. 
dams brought the best average of any group of females 
in the sale, 16 of them averaging $262.19. Bulls from A. 
R. dams were a big factor in the sale, 18 such bulls aver- 
aging $335.29, while the one bull from an H. I. R. dam 
brought $230 and the one from a D. H. I. A. dam brought 
$225, making an average of $324.50 for the 20 bulls. A 
group of cows without production records of any kind 
and several heifers from dams without A. R. records 
brought the average of the sale down somewhat, the 45 
cows of milking age averaging $230.66. The 16 bred year- 
ling heifers averaged $261.56, six unbred yearlings $165.83 
and three heifer calves averaged $125. 

The main excitement of the day came right after lunch 
when ten of the best bulls in the sale came into the ring 
one after another. Heading the parade was Man-O-War 
Concentrate, intensely bred Man-O-War bull from the herd 
of Wm. Schmidt’s Sons, St. Peter, Minn. Bidding on this 
bull, a great show prospect for the calf class this fall, was 
fast and furious, with Nicholas Kelley, a new breeder who 
is building a herd at Lebanon, N. J., shaking off all con- 
tenders up to the $1,500 mark but stopping there when 
Maytag Dairy Farms entered the competition with a bid 
of $1,600, which stopped the show. This is believed to be 
the highest price received in public sale for a Holstein 
bull under a year old since 1929. 

Next in the ring was Admiral Ormsby Fobes De Kol, 
the John Zoberlin yearling, getting 50 per cent of his blood 
from the two famous full brothers, Admiral Ormsby Fobes 
and Governor Fobes, and with a great combination of 
Class B records back of him. Nicholas Kelley, the con- 
tender on the Schmidt bull, finally got this one at $800. 

The third animal of the afternoon was Carnation Fas- 
hion Plate, yearling son of Sir Inka May from a great 
1,069-lb. fat producer with over 32,000 lbs. milk. This 
great herd sire prospect went far below his real value for 
only $600 to C. W. Newman, Culver, Indiana. 

After a few more bulls has been disposed of, the toppy 
little Maytag baby, son of Man-O-War 30th from the daugh- 
ter of “Esther”? by DeCreamCo Calamity Posch, came in to 
nose into third place among the bulls at $630, going to L. 
A. Young, Mineral Ridge, Ohio. 

When ten bulls had been sold, in came Al Lashbrook’s 
lovely two-year-old granddaughter of Lashbrook Pear! 
Ormsby, just springing with her first calf. After a spirited 
bidding contest, she topped the female section of the sale 
at just $1,000, going to Wimbledon Farms, Annapolis, Md. 

Next in the ring after the top heifer was the second 
high female, the great Rose Hill show cow, Mosel Princess 
Ormsby Longfield, who went for $600 to C. E. Griffith, Big 
Cabin, Okla., who was one of the heavy buyers of tops all 
through the sale. 

Later in the afternoon came the third high female, a 
lovely two-year-old about eight months along on a large

The Convention 


NOTHER CONVENTION of the Holstein-Friesian 
A Association has passed into history. The one real 

controversial question up for its consideration was 
the matter of limiting the term of office of directors to 
two consecutive four-year terms. Such limitation was 
adopted at Seattle last year, and there were several pro- 
posals this year to rescind that action. The discussion 
in the Open Forum on Tuesday became quite heated, 
with an unfortunate injection of personalities and inu- 
endo as to ulterior purposes. None of this made its 
reappearance in the Convention itself. While the action 
of the Convention was to rescind the former action and 
remove all limitations on the eligibility of directors to 
succeed themselves after two four-year terms, the close- 
ness of the vote (62 to 58) demonstrates a feeling on 
the part of the membership that cannot be completely 
disregarded as to the tendency of the Board of Directors 
to be self-perpetuating. We have been fortunate from 
the beginning of this Association in having a few strong 
men who have been willing to give it their time and in- 
terest over long periods, and we think it is perfectly 
proper and the part of wisdom to make full use of such 
services as long as they are available. There has been 
a tendency, particularly in recent years, to make few 
changes in the Board personnel and to re-elect Board 
members almost regardless. We have felt that what- 


ever disposition of the matter was made here, the pur- 
pose of the limitation idea would have been largely ac- 
complished by this focusing of attention on the situa- 
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tion. The closeness of the vote at Indianapolis strength- 
ens this conviction. 

New blood on the Board is undoubtedly a good thing, 
but too much of it at any one time has its disadvant- 
ages. The business of the Association is complicated 
and it takes a little time for most new men in the Board 
to grasp the details and contribute much of a construc- 
tive nature. We think the Board should make more yse 
of its new members than it does. There is a definite 
tendency to give the committee assignments to the old 
members. In the current organization of the Board. 
only eight of the sixteen members received any commit- 
tee designation whatever. Vote is by ballot, without 
nominations, and the choices, naturally enough, went 
almost wholly to the men who have been serving long- 
est. We believe, however, that a wider distribution of 
such committee assignments would be constructive and 
would help to develop a stronger and better balanced 
Board. 

Transfer Fees to Increase August 1 


The Convention was unanimous in its vote to in- 
crease the transfer fees by 50 cents in all classifications, 
for members and non-members alike. The effective date 
was set at Augsut 1, 1936. The attention of all breed- 
ers is directed to this action. If you have sold animals 
and have not yet completed the transfer on the Secre- 
tary’s records, you will save 50 cents each by filing such 
applications before August 1. The purpose of the in- 
crease is to proceed in the direction of a_ balanced 
budget. It may not be quite possible to reach that point 
in 1936, as these higher fees will be effective during only 
the final five months of the year. The alternative would 
have been drastic retrenchment in the promotional activ- 
ities of the Association, and it is evident that such re- 
trenchment at this time would not be sound business. 
Our schedule of fees, even with this increase, is far 
lower than other breed associations are charging for 
similar service. In fact, our fees average less than half 
as much as some of the other breeds. Accordingly, we 
believe that this small adjustment will be well received 
by the breeders as it was by the delegates particularly 
when they understood the facts of the situation and the 
necessary alternative. 

Coordination Study 


Perhaps the most constructive action of the Conven- 
tion was the adoption of a_ resolution directing the 
Board of Directors to make a study of the advisability 
of coordinating the activities of the Association and to 
recommend such changes in the management and opera- 
tion of the Association as will be to its best advantage. 
This was a substitute for the original Pellissier-Hall- 
Shoultes resolution. There is an opportunity here for 
the Board to have made a general study of the opera- 
tion of our Association that may have far reaching re- 
sults. We have grown in more or less hit or miss fash- 
ion. When the Association was organized some 51 
years ago, its secretary was Thomas B. Wales, Jr., who 
maintained an office at Iowa City, Iowa. Solomon Hoxie 
was the Superintendent of Advanced Registry, with an 
office in his home at Whitestown, N. Y. A few years 
later, Mr. Wales dispersed his herd and moved the of- 
fice of the secretary to Boston, Mass. In 1894, Freder- 
ick L. Houghton was elected Secretary and the secre- 
tary’s office was removed to his home near Brattleboro, 
Vt. Later on as the business grew, office space was 
rented in Brattleboro. Treasurer Wing R. Smith had 
an office in the old Wieting Block in Syracuse, N. Y 
In 1905, Malcolm H. Gardner was elected Superintend- 
ent of Advanced Registry to succeed Mr. Hoxie, and the 
office was moved to his home at Delevan, Wis. Later 
a suitable office building with fire proof vaults was 
erected by Mr. Gardner under agreement of lease from 
the Association. The growth of the Association made 
the old Secretary’s quarters in Brattleboro inadequate 
and in 1915 interests in that city arranged to build 4 
modern fire proof office structure to our specifications 
on a basis of 10% of the cost in annual rent. The 
Association purchased this building in 1928 for $30,000, 
a small fraction of its cost, and has since occupied it at 
a substantial saving in expense. The Extension Service, 
which came into the pictures about 1919, was estab- 
lished in office space in Chicago. At the 1930 annual 
meeting, it was voted to- build a suitable office building 
in Madison, Wis., to house both the Advanced Registry 
and Extension Departments. This was done at 4 cost 
of about $75,000. In addition, W. A. Mattison, chalt- 
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man of the Executive Committee and counsel of the 
Association prior to 1919, had an office in Utica, N. Y., 
and James A. Reynolds, who succeeded him in 1919, had 
office space in Cleveland, Ohio, which later (1924) for 
several years housed the Treasurer’s office until this 
position was consolidated with the Secretary’s office at 
Brattleboro. 

From the foregoing brief recital, it is evident that 
the business of the Association has grown up in a rather 
haphazard manner, with offices scattered about the 
country wherever the various incumbents happened to 
live. At present, we own two pieces of office property, 
with the Advanced Registry and Extension Departments 
in Madison, Wis., and the Secretary-Treasurer in Brat- 
tleboro, Vt. These properties are carried on our books 
at the conservative valuation of $17,333.33 for the 
Brattleboro building and $69,824.85 for the Madison 
property, a total of $87,158.18, which represents over 
95% of our total assets. 

Just how much lost motion there is through the 
maintenance ofi these two separate offices, we have no 
idea. Perhaps it would not amount to much, but we 
assume the committee appointed under this resolution 
will give that question very thorough study, and con- 
sider what possible economies might be effected by 
bringing all our activities together under one roof. We 
have felt that our administrative offices were being 
handled with reasonable efficiency, but it may be we 
are providing services and compiling data that could 
be dispensed with at a saving in expense. A broad and 
comprehensive survey of the whole subject in detail 
should be made under this resolution. The committee 
has not yet been selected, but we should call on the best 
available brains in our Association for the possibilities 
are boundless for worthwhile service within the scope 
of the resolution. 

Grade Registration 

One of the subjects that was under discussion at In- 
dianapolis was the matter of establishing a supplement- 
ary registry for grade Holsteins. Prof. Savage presented 
to the Board and to the Open Forum meeting an outline 
of a plan which would start with any foundation and 
after four top crosses of registered Holstein sires would 
include the offspring in our regular herd book. The 
theory is that such a plan would interest many good 
grade dairymen; would help them build up better herds; 
would increase the demand for registered sires; increase 
the herd test work and the proving of sires, and enlarge 
the business of the Association. We seriously question 
if the theory would work out in actual practice. To 
many dairymen, the red tape of keeping up their regis- 
tration papers is a burden they will not assume, and for 
that reason alone we would not look for any great rush 
lo enter grade herds in such a registry. The ultimate 
‘ntry, after four generations, with the regular herd 
book, is too remote to appeal to most grade dairymen, 
‘specially when they can buy registered animals now 
at such a low premium over prices for good grades. We 
‘an see where there might be a strong appeal if animals 
in such supplemental registry were to be declared elig- 
ible to receive the higher indemnities in disease eradi- 
cation paid for registered animals, but that would cer- 
tainly be disadvantageous to the present owners of reg- 
istered herds, who find an active market among dairy- 
men buying replacements. 

There might be some practical value in breed im- 
provement if production records were made a basis for 
such supplementary registry of grades. However, we 
agree entirely with the opinion expressed on the conven- 
Hon flor by Dr. Yapp of Illinois that greater opportu- 
Liles for advancement of our breed lie along the line 
of some method of selective registration in our present 
_ book; some method that would eliminate such in- 
——— animals as we now have. This also seemed to be 
the view of a substantial majority of the delegates as 





shown by their action in tabling the proposal of Mr. 
sold of Connecticut for a further investigation of the 
subject of grade registration. Something may come of 
nets idea as time goes on and the discussion at Indian- 
apolis certainly provides food for thought. 
Milk Marketing 

_ Great interest was taken in the report of Messrs. 
— and Baldwin on the work done during the past 
“ar in behalf of marketing Holstein milk. This has

been primarily a program of “trouble shooting’’—at- 
tempting to iron out difficulties in markets where condi- 
tions were unfavorable to Holstein producers. Their 
efforts have borne considerable fruit and a resolution 
urging the continuation of the work was unanimously 
adopted. Action in line with this recommendation was 
taken later by the Board. 


Much work remains to be done and the cooperation 
of breeders is urged in reporting conditions of unfair dis- 
crimination against our breed. Such reports should be 
sent to Charles H. Baldwin, Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
tion of America, Brattleboro, Vt.

New York leads in the number of animals registered 
followed by Wisconsin, Pennsylvania, Minnesota and 
Illinois. Table No. 7 shows the number of registrations 
by states in the past four years. 
Death Reports 
A larger number of animals were reported dead dur- 
ing 1935, no doubt due to the federal program for dis- 
ease control. The total was 38,657, of which 35,185 
were females and 3,472 were males. The registrations 
of 1,166 animals were cancelled as a result of the Herd 
Test. The following table shows the death reports and 
cancellations for the last two years:

Membership 


During the year 244 paid $25 each for membership 
in this Association. The five states leading in enroll- 
ment of new members were New York with 46; Wis- 
consin 30; Minnesota 17; Michigan 14; and Illinois 14. 

Active Members 

To determine the number of delegates a count of 
active members is made at the end of each year. The 
By-laws define active members as those who have reg- 
istered or transferred cattle during the preceding two 
years. On December 31, 1934, there were 14,519 active 
members. While 1,043 new members were added to the 
active list in 1935, 3,531 were removed or transferred 
from the active to the inactive file. This made a total 
shrinkage of 2,488. As a result of the moratorium in 
1933, many breeders became temporarily active, but 
have filed no applications in 1934 or 1935. 

Deceased Members 

It is with sorrow that we must pay tribute to an 
unusually large number of members whose deaths have 
been reported during the past year. Among the 294 
members who passed on there were not only a large 
number who were distinguished dairymen and eminent 
citizens, but many who gave us most generously of their 
time and effort in high capacity, and who served this 
Association with notable honor. 

W. O. Ashurst, Georgetown, Kentucky, was one of 
the pioneer breeders of the state. He was a great lover 
of Holsteins and developed many of the fine cattle at 
his Royal Spring Holstein Farm. Mr. Ashurst joined 
this Association in 1922 and served his state club in 
various official capacities including the presidency. 

Arthur H. Buhl, Detroit, Michigan, who was owner 
of Arbu Farm and Kennels, became a member of this 
Association in 1926. Arbu Farm is one of the best 
breeding establishments in the state having been de- 
veloped by Mr. Buhl’s inherent capacity for accomplish- 
ing the best. 

He was one of the leading industrialists of Detroit, 
following in the footsteps of previous generations whose 
family fortune was founded a century ago. In his early 
years Mr. Buhl became secretary of the iron works in 
Sharon, Pennsylvania, established by his grandfather, 
and later was identified with numerous business enter- 
prizes in Detroit. He was actively interested in many 
educational and charitable institutions. 

E. J. Burrell, Little Falls, New York, was a Charter 
- Member of this Association as he was a member of the 
Dutch-Friesian organization when The Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America was formed by the merger of 





the Dutch-Friesian and Holstein associations. mr. 
Burrell began registering in the first volume of the 
Dutch-Friesian herd-book and _ recorded continuously 
until his death, being the only active Charter Member 
except Mr. Gerrit S. Miller of Peterboro, New York. Mr. 
Burrell recorded over 900 animals. 

John N. Conyngham, Wilkes-Barre, Pennsylvania, 
passed on at seventy years of age at his palatial Hay- 
field House. He joined the Association in 1904, seryeq 
as Director 1908 and 1909 and registered over 600 ani- 
mals. 

Mr. Conyngham was also a banker, vice president 
of the National Biscuit Company, an official of other 
large business concerns, and filled many places of trust 
in civic, social and charitable organizations. 

John Erickson, Waupaca, Wisconsin, who began as 
a small farmer with a very limited capital, became 
known to thousands of dairymen in the United States 
and many foreign countries. He joined the Association 
in 1903 while laying the foundation for his herd which 
was built up by breeding rather than by buying. He 
raised and owned many famous Holsteins and when his 
herd was dispersed in 1924, buyers came not only from 
fifteen states but from Canada, Japan and South Amer. 
ica. 

He was a tireless worker, unspoiled by his remark- 
able success, a thoughtful student of type and blood 
lines, an authority on approved methods of farming and 
dairying, and the author of the. pamphlet ‘‘Feeding Hol- 
steins for Production’’ which was extensively distributed 
by our Extension Service. 

F. C. Giltner, Eminence, Kentucky, was a staunch 
supporter of the breed and a faithful worker in the 
state club which he served as secretary and treasurer 
for several years with impelling influence. With his 
brother, he took out membership in 1913 under the 
name of Giltner Brothers. They have registered many 
fine Holsteins and acquired an enviable reputation as 
exporters of Holsteins and Herefords. Mr. Giltner was 
a keen judge of cattle and his counsel will be greatly 
missed. 


Honorable O. U. Kellogg of Cortland, New York, held 
a unique place in the hearts of Holstein breeders and 
the affairs of the Association. His passing at the age of 
86 leaves a void which it will be difficult to fill. As 
a lover of Holsteins he was always vitally interested in 
their development, became a keen student of animal 
breeding and developed a large herd including many 
high-producing animals. Judge Kellogg was enrolled 
as a member of the Association in 1898 serving as Presi- 
dent from 1906 to 1909, was appointed a member of 
the Literary Committee, and the Literary Bureau, fore- 
runner of the Extension Service, was established as 4 
result in 1906. 

He was legal counsel for the Association since 1919, 
including the dark and difficult period of vicious liti- 
gation which threatened the Association, and his wisdom 
and sound judgment were of inestimable value in main- 
taining the responsibility and stability of the Associa- 
tion. 





He was Chairman of the Committee on Re-incorpora- 
tion to re-draft the By-laws and petition the New York 
legislature to hold our Annual Meetings outside of the 
State of New York. He was also a member of the com- 
mittee appointed to work out a plan of delegate repre- 
sentation to replace the proxy system. He always served 
the Association with rare devotion. 

A gentleman of the highest type, Judge Kellogg et 
deared himself to those in all walks of life. 

Frank P. Knowles, one of the best loved and most 
universally known of the New England breeders, passed 
on at his beautiful Highlawn Farm, Auburn, Massa- 
chusetts, at 82 years of age. 

Mr. Knowles started his herd in 1896, and joined 
The Holstein-Friesian Association of America the fol- 
lowing year; served as Vice President from 1906 
1910 and was a member of the Board of Directors 2 
1927 and 1928. 

He made importations directly from Holland and 
took the keenest interest in the development of the 
breed; was an ardent patron of the show ring and de- 
veloped several All-American winners. He was 4 er 
ber of the Board of the Eastern States Exposition 42 
the Massachusetts Department of Agriculture gave _ 
a gold medal in 1931 for his accomplishments in anima

when it is sold at retail. In other words, the ideal arrange- 
ment would be to have every bottle of milk labelled show- 
ing the fat content and the price graded according to such 
content. This is objected to as impractical and perhaps it 
is impractical under present conditions. Neverthless, I 
believe that some way must be found to approximate such 
an arrangement throughout the metropolitan milk market- 
ing areas of the country. 

As to the desirability of continuing this milk marketing 
work, I think there is no question but that all those who 
have taken a hand in it will agree that such has been 
accomplished, although it is like any other form of exten- 
sion work in that it is practically impossible to tell exactly 
how much has been accomplished. I have been inclined to 
think that in any locality the people who live in that vi- 
cinity, if they will interest themselves in the problem, can 
do more than any stranger, but in many cases it is desir- 
able and even necessary that someone from the outside 
should go in with an unprejudiced point of view in order 
to find out what will be the most effective procedure. 

This report necessarily cannot go into complete detail. 
In my office there are complete records of everything that 
has been done, and I think Mr. Baldwin or I can answer 
any questions that may come up for discussion.

vanced Registry office at Madison. Dancing was enjoyed 
after the program. 

At the request of the Board of Directors, entertainment 
features that might interfere with the serious business of 
the Convention was dispensed with on this occasion. The 
ladies were entertained at a tea on Tuesday afternoon 
and were taken on a trip to the Real Silk Hosiery mills. 
Several informal parties were made up for trip to see 
nearby herds including the Paul Farms herd at Cambridge 
City and the Jos. H. Hill herd at Richmond and members 
of the Indiana State Association were on the job at all 
times with cars which were at the service of delegates 
and guests from a distance. 


Organization of the Board 

The new Board of Directors met for organization and 
for the completion of their work immediately after the 
close of the Convention and their work lasted until far into 
the night after the banquet. H. V. Noyes was again 
chosen Chairman of both the Executive and Finance Com- 
mittees. Other members of the Executive Committee are 
M. J. Sheridan, Jr.. D. W. McLaury, M. D. Buth and F. J. 
Southcott. A. B. Craig was added to the Finance Commit 
tee, along with Mr. Noyes, Mr. Southcott and T. E. Elder. 
The Extension Committee remains the same as last year, 
with W. S. Moscrip as chairman and with A. J. Glover, 
F. J. Southcott, M. D. Buth, Paul P. Stewart and H. V. 
Noyes as the other members Houghton Seaverns was re- 
elected Secretary and Treasurer, and H. W. Norton, Jr. 
Superintendent of Advanced Registry and Director of Ex- 
tension Service. 

The Board voted an appropriation of $2,000 for the 
National Dairy Show, as added premium money in the Hol- 
stein classifications to put the Holstein premium list on 
a par with those of the other principal dairy breeds. W. S. 
Moscrip was designated to judge Holsteins at the National. 
As directed by the Pellissier-Hall-Shoultes resolution, 
the Board gave long and earnest consideration to the sub- 
ject of business reorganization of the affairs of the Asso- 
ciation and will have some announcements to make later 
regarding a special committee to carry on such a study.

husbandry. He was greatly devoted to the advance- 
ment of the Holstein-Friesian breed and the dairy in- 
dustry. 

Mr. Knowles was a gentleman of rare type; his 
philanthropies were many and those who will miss his 
beneficience and generosities are legion. His good 
works will be a perpetual monument. While possessed 
of this world’s goods, his greatest endowment was the 
esteem and loyalty of his friends. 

-H. A. Moyer, Liverpool, New York, was an enthusi- 
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astic veteran of the Holstein industry, having joined the 
Association in 1901. 

King Segis, born at Moyerdale Farm, was only one 
of the many animals which brought the herd into high 
rank. 

Mr. Moyer served the Association as a Director ang 
for several years conducted with sensational success 
consignment sales of the highest standard. He held 
prominent place in the industrial life of Syracuse, pos- 
sessed great strength of character, and his high ideals 
of right living endeared him to a large circle of friends. 

M. J. Van Sweringen, Cleveland, Ohio, maintained 
with his brother for several years a fine herd of Hol- 
steins which was registered in the name of Daisy Hil] 
Farms. Mr. Van Sweringen is more widely known as 
one of the Van Sweringen Brothers, the railroad mag- 
nates, their names and career and life work being in- 
separable until the decease of -.1. Van ~-.eringen. 

Like many selfmade men, they began their careers 
by selling newspapers. Later they took up the real 
estate business. After that, interest in railroading be- 
gan to shape itself, which has developed into a romance 
of one of the most startling and varied achievements 
which could only be accomplished by the closest appli- 
cation and unceasing toil. Mr. Van Sweringen and his 
brother, O. P. Van Sweringen who is now living, be- 
came individual life members in 1916. 


Board Meeting 

The Board of Directors met in Chicago, Illinois, on 
November 30 and December 1, 1935, when Messrs. H. 
A. Mathiesen and Allen N. Crissey, fieldmen for the As- 
sociation, presented reports with recommendations of 
their surveys through the South. Dr. E. E. Heizer made 
report of his work in analyzing herds in 30 states. 
Reports were given by the Secretary, Treasurer, Super- 
intendent of Advanced Registry and Chairman of 
Finance Committee, also Mr. Charles H. Baldwin on milk 
marketing and Dr. Paul F. Sharp on milk standardiza- 
tion. 

The Committee on Furnishing Pedigrees, Messrs. 
Sheridan, Watson and Stewart, recommended that the 
Advanced Registry Department furnish pedigrees to 
breeders who want them for a try-out period of one 
year, and this was approved. 

It was voted that the President appoint a committee 
to study the question of ‘‘Future Registered Cattle” and 
report to the Board in June. Later, Martin J. Sheridan, 


Jr., Lebanon, N. J.; Mark H. Keeney, Cedar Grove, 
N. J.; and Prof. E. S. Savage, Ithaca, N. Y., were 
named. 


A motion was unanimously adopted that the program 
for the Annual Convention should be confined to the 
transaction of business and that during Convention days 
features of entertainment should be eliminated. 

The Budget was presented anticipating a deficit for 
1936. To increase revenue it was decided by roll call 
vote to recommend to the next Convention an increase 
of fifty cents on all transfer fees. It was decided that 
in addition to the entrance fee of $2.00 for Advanced 
Registry, a fee of $2.00 should be charged for a certifi- 
cate upon completion of the tests, making a total of 
$4.00 per cow, beginning January 1, 1936. A minimum 
fee of $5.00 was fixed for herds of 10 or less on test, 
and fifty cents per cow above 10. 


There were 111 applicants admitted to membership. 
A revised Scale of Points was approved. 
Exports 

Transfers of registered Holsteins exported to owners 
in foreign countries and possessions of the United States 
during 1935 totaled 279. Bolivia heads the list with 
200 head; China furnished a market for 17 head, Chile 
14 and Peru 13, and Holsteins were also exported to 
Alaska, Hawaii, Panama, Central America, Cuba, India, 
Japan, Mexico, Philippine Islands, Portugal, Argentina, 
Colombia, Venezuela and British West Indies. 


Conclusion 

Current business is good and in closing this report 
I take occasion to express the hope that with a continu- 
ance of a program fostering more herd testing, encour- 
aging Herd Analysis and assisting our breeders in mal- 
keting their milk, we shall have a renewal of the 
growth, progress and prosperity which the Association 
so long enjoyed before the depression.

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Three Weeks in Illinois

Starting on April 20, I have had 
the pleasure of spending three weeks 
in Illinois calling on breeders, holding 
conferences and attending meetings. 
After seeing the cattle in 116 herds 
mostly in the northern part of the 
state and as far south as Hancock 
County it is my opinion that great 
progress has been made in recent 
years both in type and production and 
disease control. 

The three weeks work was started 
off with a meeting of the Executive 
Committee of the State Association 
held in Belvidere. Pres. Buford pre- 
sided at the meeting and action was 
taken on several questions of im- 
portance. After considerable discus- 
sion it was voted to move the annual 
Field Day around over. the state 
rather than twice in succession at the 
game place. It was recommended 
that a Black and White show be held 
in connection with the Field Day. The 
Secretary, J. H. Swanzey, was di- 
rected to try and publish a state Hol- 
stein breeders’ directory this year. 
Prize money amounting to $150 was 
voted to be paid to breeders doing 
Herd Test work. 

Lake County 

On April 21 and 22 several farm 
visits were made. One of the best 
meetings of recent years was held in 
Grayslake the evening of May 7. Her- 
man Dunker of McHenry was elected 
president; H. L. Kappel, Grayslake, 
secretary; Frank Wirtz, Mundelein, 
treasurer. Harry Gilkerson, County 
Agent, was present and handed out 
the National Dairy Association cer- 
tificates. It was voted to try and get 
out a good Holstein show at the 
Antioch Fair. A Show Committee

Atkinson, Wis., went to Mr. Smith on 
his bid of $480. She represents the 
well known Vickery Vale family on 
both sides of her pedigree, being a 
double granddaughter of Admiral 
Ormsby Fobes, and a blue ribbon win- 
ner at Illinois State Fair. 


Analysis of the sale catalog shows 
five cows with A. R. records averag- 
ing $233; nine with C. T. A. records 
bringing an average of $165.28; four 
without records but from A. R. dams 
averaged $163.75; two from Herd Test 
record dams averaged $157.50; eight 
from C. T. A. dams averaged $194.37 
and nineteen without records and 


from untested dams averaged $154.21. 
There were twenty-six heifers offered 
not yet in milk and included nineteen 
bred heifers at an average of $138.16, 
three unbred heifers at $102.50 aver- 
age, and four heifer calves at an aver- 
age of $63.12, being for the most part 


from Herd Test and C. T. A. dams. 
Ten bulls from A. R. dams averaged 
$188. In all 33 bulls were sold and 
included a number of very young 
calves and ten from untested dams 
which operated to hold their average 
price at much lower level, averaging 
$76.35.

ULLMANN VISITS LEADING 
HERDS 

R. P. Ullmann, Detroit business 
man and owner of the Rayclare Hol- 
stein Herd at his R. P. Ullmann 
Farms at Manchester, Mich., tells us 
an interesting story of a trip he made 
about a year ago to see a few of the 
leading Holstein herds of the Middle 
West. Ordered by his doctor to get 
away from business and take a com- 
plete rest, Mr. Ullmann was fortunate 
enough to find a friend who also 
wanted to get away from business for 
a few weeks, so the two started out 
in the friends car on a trip that took 
them to three of the finest herds in 
the country. 

After a brief stop at South Bend 
for a call on his son John, a student 
at Notre Dame, Mr. Ullmann and his 
friend proceeded to Elmwood Farms, 
where they were much impressed by 
the Bessies and by the great founda- 
tion cows with which King Bessie 
and his sons are being mated. Mr. 
Ullmann owns a grandson of King 
Bessie, sired by the Schmidt bull, 
King Bessie Ormsby Hazelwood, and 
out of Empire Ormsby Tillie, famous 
800-lb. fat daughter of Man-O-War. Be- 
cause of these tie-up, among other 
reasons, Mr. Ullmann also wanted to 
see the Maytag and Schmidt herds, 
where these families are being de- 
veloped. 


Arriving at Maytag Dairy Farms, 
they were shown through the herd by 
Supt. Mel Campbell and here Mr. UIll- 
mann was impressed by Man-O-War 
62d, a maternal brother to his bull, 
and by the offspring of “62d” coming 
along in the herd. One cow that es- 
pecially attracted his attention was 
Mankato De Kol Ormsby 4th, then 
just starting on the record recently 
announced as 1,057.1 lbs. fat from 
26,970 lbs. milk. Her daughter by 
King Bessie Ormsby Hazelwood also 
filled the eye. 
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Proceeding northward to Minne- 
sota, the herd of Wm. Schmidt’s Sons 
was visited and here the travellers 
saw more Man-O-Wars and more Bes- 
sies. Norman Schmidt, after showing 
over that fine herd, took them to a 
number of neighboring herds and at 
the farm of Anderson Bros. at Cologne 
they found a bull that proved to be a 
son of the Maytag cow, Mankato De 
Kol Ormsby 4th. The bull was owned 
jointly by the Schmidts and Ander- 
sons but Mr. Ullmann was so taken 
with him and with his dam and her 
daughters that he bought him and had 
him shipped to Michigan, where he 
has since been mated with practically 
the entire herd. His first calves are 
now arriving in the Ullmann herd 
and show promise of equalling their 
older sisters at the Andersons, where 
the first twelve to freshen are re- 
ported as milking heavily and all test- 
ing 3.5% or better. 

Mr. Ullmann has recently resold 
this bull to another Detroit business 
man, Henry Wineman, Jr., who has a 
large Holstein farm at Folwerville, 
Mich., and a Holstein and Guernsey 
establishment at Howell, so his in- 
fluence in Michigan will be continued.

The Board of Directors held two 
full days of meeting May 31 and 
June 1 in advance of the Indian- 
apolis convention. The roll call 
showed fifteen directors present, the 
one vacant chair being that of Direc- 
to Jacob Luscher whose death oc- 
curred on April 1.

Routine business included the re- 
ceiving of the annual reports of the 
Treasurer, Secretary, Superintendent 
of Advanced Registry, Chairman of 
the Executive Committee and Fi- 
nance Committee. Following these 
reports, matters from the chairman 
of the Finance Committee were con- 
sidered in connection with the ap- 
proval of the budget for the last half 
of the year. General discussion took 
place in which Mr. Noyes pointed 
out that the alternatives facing the 
Association were increased volume 
of business, increased fees for the 
business now being done or a de- 
crease in the activities of the Asso- 
ciation. 


Martin J. Sheridan, Jr., reported 
for the Committee on Future of Pure 
Bred Cattle, which report was later 
presented to the breeders in Open 
Forum. This report urged the con- 
tinuance of the breeding work done 
by Dr. Heizer and called attention to 
the importance of taking greater 
advantage of records of our cattle 
now being made in C. T. A. work. 
The importance of the present milk 
program was stressed and the sug- 
gestion made that consideration be 
given to the possibility of a supple- 
mentary register for grade cattle, 
but without definite recommendation 
along this line. Prof. E. S. Savage, 
of Cornell, was then introduced and 
presented his suggested program for 
registration of grades which also 
was a part of the Open Forum dis- 
cussion. Prof. Savage made it plain 
in his discussion that he does not 
put it forward as a program of 
breed improvement, but rather as 
a means of helping expand a better 
breeding program. 


One hundred ninety-one applica- 
tions for membership in the Asso- 
ciation received since the December 
meeting of the Board were received 
and given favorable. action. Of 
these, Secretary Seaverns announced 
37 were renewals of limited mem- 


berships. 


Supt. Norton requested the ap- 
pointment of a committee of five to 
consider the Herd Test rules. ~He 
pointed out that our Herd Test has 
now been in operation eight years 
and he thought it was time for a 
general check-up to 





cover any 
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changes that experience may suggest 
as desirable. Such a committee was 
authorized and announcement of the 
appointment will be made later. Mr. 
Norton also requested the appoint- 
ment of an Advisory Committee on 
pedigree work. This was carried 
over for the new Board, which auth- 
orized Norton to select his own com- 
mittee. Concluding action of the 
day was a request from the Nationa] 
Dairy Show that the Association 
designate the judge for their show 
at Dallas. W. S. Moscrip, Lake Elmo, 
Minnesota, was thus designated by 
unanimous vote of the Board. 

At the Monday session, President 
Glover opened the meeting with re- 
marks on the future of record mak- 
ing. He pointed out that the Fed- 
eral Government has a program and 
spent one million dollars in search 
for superior germ plasm and has in 
the present budget an item of 
$35,000 for the actual mechanics of 
record keeping. He pointed to the 
possibility of making greater use of 
D. H. I. A. tests under closer Govy- 
ernment supervision in place of our 
own Terd Test, and that instead of 
spending our money to. supervise 
Herd Test records, which are not 
substantially different from the bet- 
ter D. H. I. A. tests, we should de- 
vote our energies to publishing and 
interpreting these records. The new 
Board authorized the appointment 
of a special committee to study this 
subject. 

Arrangements were authorized 
and approved to secure the services 
of Dr. Heizer full time for three 
months of 1937 in addition to serv- 
ices in an advisory capacity through- 
out the year, if it is found in De- 
cember that the budget for the com- 
ing year will permit this activity. 

C. H. Baldwin was then called 
upon for a report on milk work. 
He summarized the principal prob- 
lems, which include bringing about 
a better understanding between pro- 
ducers and distributors, to check 
the cream line rate and to _ bring 
about a uniform system of evalu- 
ating Class I milk. He considers 
standardization of milk also as a 
necessity in the marketing program. 
After further discussion of the milk 
marketing problems, the possibilities 
of direct promotional work to con- 
sumers in behalf of milk of moder- 
ate fat content was considered. 


THE NEW ENGLAND SALE 

The New England Sale at Brattle- 
boro, Vt., on May 28, under the man- 
agement of the New England States 
Holstein-Friesian Association, brought 
an average of $141.44 for the 38 head 
sold. The 15 cows of milking agé 
averaged $160, the 13 bred _ heifers 
averaged $130, two unbred heifers 
averaged $107.50 and the eight bulls 
averaged $135. High cow was 4 
daughter of “Joash”’ consigned by 
Osborndale Farm, Derby, Conn., and 
purchased by John E. Bensson, Attle- 
boro, Mass., at $240. High bull, also 
at $240, came from the herd of Unt 
versity of Vermont and was pur 
chased by G. H. Wheeler, Whitting 
ham, Vt., and H. F. Weaver, West 
Brattleboro, Vt. 
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California Plans State Sale 


For the first time in many years, 
the Holstein breeders of California 
are planning on a State Sale that will 
pe truly representative of the im- 
portance of the industry in their state. 
In other to make sure that this will 
be a sale of “all-tops” they have 
limited the numbers to about 35 head 
and have put the management of the 
event into the competent hands of 
Harlan Dailey of Los Angeles. The 
Island Breeds of California have been 
getting great publicity this summer 
through State Sales and dispersals of 
famous herds, so the leading Holstein 
preeders of California are bending 
every effort to make this sale one 
which will attract some real attention 
of the right kind to the Black and 
White. 

In securing consignments for the 
sale, the state was divided into four 
districts, with Max Herzog of Sleepy 
Hollow Certified Milk Company rep- 
resenting San Francisco and _ the 
northern part of the state, Freeman 
and Decker in the central part of the 
San Joaquin Valley, Clark in the 
southern part of the Valley and Frank 
Pellissier in the Los Angeles are and 
all through the south part of the state. 
These representatives accompanied 
Mr. Dailey on inspection and selec- 
tion trips through the various areas 
and the offerings were very carefully 
selected on a basis of type, produc- 
tion, breeding and health. 

Headline attraction will be the fa- 
mous world champion Class B heifer, 
Miss Triune Julia Duchess, from the 


Freeman herd. This daughter of 
Triune Alexina Ormsby is world 
champion junior two-year-old, world 


champion senior four-year-old and 
third highest senior three-year-old, all 
in Class B, her three Class B records 
in heifer form averaging 952 Ibs. fat. 
With her will be sold her two-year-old 
son, her 100 per cent brother and 
several sisters and other near rela- 
tives. 

Other offerings from Stanislaus

A flat increase of 50 cents in the entire schedule of transfer fees was unanimously 
voted by the delegates. Regardless of the date of sale the higher fee will be required on 
all applications for transfers postmarked August 1, 1936, or later. 

Effective June 3, 1936, the fee for renewals of limited memberships is reduced from 


$25 to $10, provided application for renewal is made within six months from date of 
expiration.

With these increases the pres- 
ent schedule is as low, and in most cases lower, than the schedule of transfer fees in 
effect from 1922 to 1933. 

BREEDERS HAVE UNTIL AUGUST 1, 1936, TO FILE THEIR APPICATIONS FOR 
TRANSFER AT THE PRESENT FEES. After that time these changes should be care- 
fully noted in order that it may not be necessary to hold applications and ask for a fur- 
ther remittance to complete the fees.
